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REMAINS OF ANCIENT ANIMALS.
We have just examined a fragment of
the tusk of some extinet species of ani-
wal, which, when living, must have heen
o mongter indeed. The specimen was
found a few days since, by our friend,
W. H. B, Page, Esq., on his furm, near
this place. The fragmént obtained
veems to be the middle part of the tusk.
It is six feet long, twenty-one inches in
cireumleronce at the large, and seven-
ween iuches at the smaller end, and is
nearly 1 the form of an arch of a circle.
It has the pure whiteness and grain of
ivory, but uufortunately its strength has
departed, and it can be broken into
pieccs by the fingors. It was found
embedded in a gravel bank where Lead-
ing Creek passess through Mr. Page's
farm.. This farm, with some portion of
* the bottow adjoining it, is underlaid by
n bed of water-worn pebbles, showing
that it is of, at least comparatively, re-
cent formation. The bank of Leading
Ureck, at the point where this tusk was
found, is sixty feet high, composed al-
most  entirely of gravel. It was
embedded in this gravel, ten feet from
the surface, and lay with the bow in the
hank and both ends exposed. As the
embankment gradually washed away by
the rains and floods, the exposed exds of
the tusk crambled away with it, leaving
but the middle portion.

What may have been the length of
this wonderful tusk, and the magnitude
and strength of the animal which support-
cd it, may be partly concieved from thedi-
wmensions of the portion recovered. We
bave no means of forming an estimate
of how much of the larger end is lost,
but taking the cireumference of the two

ends of the fragment, we find that it/

tapers but one-seventh of its circumfer-
cnce in six {cet of length. Allowing it,
therefore, a regular taper until it termi-
nates in a point, and it would give some-
thing like forty fect to that end. This
is long enough for our purpose, and we
leave the imagination of our readers to

1t is well known that the leaders of|
the Demoeratic party at the South are!
determined on the revival of the African
slave trade. In the carly days of our
country, when Washingtou, and Madison, |
and Jefferson,and Franklin, and Jay,and |
their compatriots, held sway in the coun-
cils of the Nation, it was confidently be-
lieved that if the trade from Africa could
be stopped the system would dic out in a
few years, in all theStates. They there- |
fore obtained the insertion of a clause |

Among
other meuns used, the Government of|
the Unifed States urged, withethe utmost

 trade piracy by all civilized nations, and
 setting them the example, by act of Con-
gress, our Government declared the trade
| to be piracy, and punishable with death.

England, France, Prussia, and nearly, if
not all, the eivilized nations of Europe,
soon did the same. And the traffic is
now contraband, and punished as piracy
by the laws of all these nations.

But latter-diy Democracy in the
United States hasdetermined thatslavery
shull be perpetual. To justify then-
selves in this determination they have
taken the bold and blasphemous ground
that slavery is right. As a necessary
conclusion from this, the slave trade is
right, too, and the laws that prohibit it
are all wrong and ought to be repealed.
